THE LANDING WAS EASY. 


General Shatter's Whole Army Landed In 


Cuba With No Loss, 


Few Shells Fired and No Spanish Eesistance. 


The Second Massachusetts Kegiment 


Is Among the First 


TROOPS L.VNU IN CUBA. 


Sixteen TUousjmd Troops 
Landed 


Without LOB* of 


Baiquiri Harbor, Wednesday, June 


22.—At 5 o'clock this afternoon 
6000 


American soldiers are encamped 
in 


the hills and 10,000 rest on their arms 
aboard the transports. Five thousand 
Cubans did their share of the work 
protecting their landing. 
The town 


was set fire this morning- by the Span- 
iards leaving hurriedly. Two sharp 
explosions in the town came from am- 
munition stored by the Spaniards. 


A little before 9 o'clock the bombard- 


ment of the batteries of Jaragua was 
begun as a feint to cover the real point 
of the attack. The scene shifted again 
to Baiquiri and at 9:40 the New Or- 
leans opened fire followed by the De- 
troit. J.u five minutes the sea was 
alive with boats headed for the dock 
carrying 
soldiers in fighting trim, 


carrying- three days rations, a shelter 
tent, gun and two hundred cartridges, 
and two hundred cartridges. • 


The firing of the warships was need- 


less as the shots were not returned. 
No Spaniards were visable. A detach- 
ment of the Eighth Regular Infantry 
were the first to land, then the First, 
Twenty-Fifth, Twenty-Second, Tenth.

and 
Twelfth, 
the Second 


Massachusetts and a detachment of 
the Ninth cavalry. On the pier 
the 


lines formed and 
quickly 
marched 


away. 


All points were guarded at night. 


The town was deserted but later 
women and children c^me home from 
the thickets. The landing- was accom- 
plished with no loss of life. The only 
casualty was the wounding of an in- 
surgent by a shell from pur ships. He 
lost an arm.

American troops have landed in force 
on Cuban soil, and under a tropical sky 
and amid a iarest of palms is soon to be 
fought the first really grea tbattle of the 
war. 


Not only official Washington, but the 


entire country will wait breathlessly on 
the messages that must come before 
long over the cable that connects the 
capital with the Cub:xr. shore. 


No doubt is felt as to the outcome, 


but It is realized that even the least re- 
sistance by the Spanish must result in 
casualties on the American side. 
The 


Spanish shot and shell will go wildly 
astray, if they do not find lodgment in 
the ranks of 15,000 men. 
At the same 


time the experiences of the past week 
indicate that the casualties will not he 
numerous. 
If a handful of marines can 


keep at bay and finally disperse Jan army 
of several hundred Spaniards on the 
shore of Guantanamo bay with less men 
Wiled than can be counted on the fingers 
of one hand, General Shatter's army 
ought to do fearful execution upon the 
enemy and escape with little loss. There 
is, indeed, no reason to fear otherwise. 
Despite all the alarming talk of a Span- 
ish host at Santiago, the actual develop- 
ments are likely to prove the presence 
ot only a few thousand ill-fed and badly 
armed soldiers. 


A detachment of the Second Massa- 


chusetts volunteers was among the first 
to be landed. While the troops were 
passing ashore, Admiral Sampson's fleet 
bombarded the forts both east and west 
of Santiago harbor. A force of 1000 Cu- 
bans seemed to spring out of the ground 
at just the proper moment and attack 
the Spaniards near Daiquiri. The Span- 
iards had prepared to meet a disem- 
barkation to the west of Santiago and 
also to the eastward, but at Daiquiri, 
the place chosen, there was only a Span- 
ish blockhouse on a high cliff to the right 
of the landing pier, with a small fort and 
earthworks in the rear. 


Proceedings were begun by the Amer- 


ican fleet, which, strung out along the 
coast, hurled shells at nearly every 
fortress. The fortifications at Agua- 
dores, Cabanas, Slborney and Juraguay, 
as well as the blockhouse and fort near 
Daiquiri, were all bombarded. Small 
wonder is it that the Spaniards did not 
know where the Americans were really 
putting their men ashore, considering 
that the line of bombardment was fully 
20 miles long. 


The official Information from General 


Shafter, for which the secretary of war 
had been waiting so anxiously, reached 
the war department yesterday afternoon. 
Tt stated that the army was successfully 
disembarking, and that Santiago was to 
be attacked at the sides and in the rear. 


Shortly after Secretary Alger received 


his dispatch Secretary Long received a 
more extended cablegram from Admiral 
Sampson. It, too, was dated at Playa 
Del Este. The text translated from tha 
navy department cipher is as follows: 


"Landing of the army is progressing 


favorably at Daiquiri. There is very 
little if any resistance. The New Or- 
leans, 
Detroit, Castine, Wasp and 


Suwanee shelled the vicinity before the 
landing. We made a demonstration at 
Cabanas to engage the attention of the 
enemy. The Texas engaged the west 
battery for some hours. She had one 
man killed. Ten submarine mines have 
been recovered from 
the channel of 


Guantanamo. Communication by tele- 
graph has been established at Guan- 
tanamo. 
(Sig.) 
Sampson." 


. In both army and navy circles the in- 
formation contained In the dispatches of 
General Shafter and Admiral Sampson 
•was received with lnter.sn satisfaction. 
The landing of so larg* a body of troops 
as General Shatter's is a task of immense 
proportions. A prominent official of the 
war department said that the complete 
debarkation of the troops, animals, field 
guns and supplies within a week after 
their arrival off the Cuban coast would 
LL. u, tiLok weilHccuiiipiibneu. iiiaprob- 


ra.Me that only a partial landing of the 
troops was effected, and that the land- 
Ing %vill be continued from day to day 
until completed. It Is not unlikely too 
that the troops will be landed at several 
places along the coast, of course within 
a short distance of the headquarters 
•which General Shafter will establish. 


Admiral Sampson's dispatch Indicated 


that he was carrying out his Instruc- 
tions thoroughly to clear a way for the 
landing of troops. The demonstration 
which he made with the Texas before 
Cabanas, which IB Just east of Ouan- 
tanamo, may easily have led the Span- 
lards to suppose that a general landing 
wae to be attempted In that Immediate 
vicinity. It was evident from the text 
of Sampson'* dispatch that a consider- 
able landing had already been effected 
near Guantanamo, M he noted that com- 
munication bjr telegraph had been re- 
established at that point, and that the 
channel J»ad been cleared of submarine 
" ^"~ 


reinTorce-m*nrr"of>G"eheral Shif- 


ter actually began yesterday in the de- 
Mirture oi a it yarn-lit and a battalion of 
the troops at Camp Alger for Santiago. 
They go to Newport News and then by 
steamer to Santiago. If 
expectations 


are realized, these troops are likely to 
occupy less time in the passage than did 
the first contingent which left Tampai 
notwithstanding the distance is twice as 
long. Formal orders were issued plac- 
ing General Henry in charge of the ne\r 
division of troops composed of Duffield'8 
and Garretson'a brigades. 
Probably 


some of the troops now at Tampa will be 
attached also, In which case they will be 
dispatched in separate transports. 


The Thirty-third Michigan and on* 


battalion of the Thirty-fourth Michigan

The entire expedition will 
then proceed under command of Gen- 
eral DufReld, whose brigade consists of 
the Ninth Massachusetts, the Thirty- 
third and Thirty-fourth Michigan and 
the Third Virginia regiments. General 
Duffleld had a conference with Secretary 
Alger on Tuesday night, during which 
the details of this move were gone over. 
The general has the fullest confidence of 
the secretary, being a Detroit man and 
bearing a personal relation to Secretary 
Alger. General Duffield is regarded as 
•ne of the best equipped officers of the 
volunteer service. He had a long and 
distinguished service during the civil 
war.Jroing out with the Ninth Michigan 
infaniry, of which he became adjutant. 
Later he went on the staff of General 
George H. Thomas, in command of the 
army of the Cumberland, and was with 
that hero through the notable engage- 
ments in which he participated. 
Gen- 


eral Dumelcl's expedition is expected to 
report to General Shafter in about four 
days from the time the ships leave New- 
port News. It will augment the forces 
under General Shafter to about 20,000 
men. Besides these, the present plan of 
sending reinforcements contemplates 
that General Garretson's brigade of 4000 
men will go as soon as transports can be 
secured, which is expected to be at an 
early day by the purchase outright of 
the needed vessels. 


It is not forgotten by the department 


officials that the landing of troops is only 
a beginning of the werk. Indeed, con- 
siderable apprehension is felt as to the 
next moves, for the task ahead of the 
American army is difficult indeed. Dai- 
quiri is connected with Santiago by two 
roads. Inquiry is made whether these 
roads are pasaa.ble for ox teams. In the 
rainy season, which is now on, they are 
practically impassable by any means, 
and if the army is to reach Santiago, it 
will be obliged to spend much time in 
making a road which will be suitable not 
only for the passage of men but of the 
heavy artillery. 


Immediately In the neighborhood of 


Santiago and In close conjunction with 
the American troop' are between 3000 
end 4000 insurgents fully armed and 
equipped. Within a radius of 50 miles 
are nearly 10,000 more, some of whom 
are keeping watch on Pando, and others 
of whom are engaged In preventing- the 
return to Santiago ot the main body of 
Spanish troops, which have gone down 
toward the coast to meet the invading; 
forces. The American and Cuban forces 
combined will be over 20,000, and now 
that Garcla's men have been supplied 
with rifles and ammunition, these ought 
to be able to do effective work. Army 
officers say that the insurgents will be of 
great assistance. Alone and compara- 
tively unarmed they may not have been 
able to accomplish much, but with 
American rifles In their hands, serving 
as wings to Shafter'a center, they will 
fight bravely and desperately.

Cornell crossed the mile in 6 minutes, 39J 
seconds with Yalea half length behind 
and Harvard two lengtbs in the rear. At 
the mill and a half Cornell leads by half a 
length, pulling a 38 stroke, Yale 36, with 
Harvard two lengths in the rear. At two 
miles Yale is gaining on Cornell and Har- 
vard closing in »little on Yale.

THEY BOSS 


STie Bicycle Should Be Ridden With Car* 


and Intelligence. 


Any reader of the news of the day 


can add instances of misdirected enthu- 
siasm in a sport which, enjoyed as it 
Bbonld be, ia of the highest and most 
invigorating influence. And yet we 
hear of a misguided wheelman who has 
set himself tbe stint of 365 centuries in 
the calendar year, and in France in tbe 
examinations for military service the 
regimental surgeons are rejecting pro- 
fessional bicyclers because of weakness 
of tbe heart. Tbe "bicycle beart" is a 
term that bae already gained a place ia 
pathological nomenclature. 


This is tbe abuse which inevitably 


follows tbe popular adoption of any 
good thing, and fortunately the good 
wbich there is in the bicycle preponder- 
ates far over the evil caused by its mis- 
use. There stands to tbe credit of tbe 
wheel tbe most wonderful development 
of interest In out of door exercise of 
which we bave bad experience. How 
much it has added to tbe health of tbe 
American people, bow <nuch to their 
resources of rational enjoyment, how 
much to tbe education of tbe multitude 
cf youth penned tip in cities and igno- 
rant of tbe glories and beauties of na- 
ture nntil revealed to them in their 
courses awbeel, who can tell? 


Why, then, strain for "centuries?" 


Why seek tbe empty honors of a "reo- 
ord" when the greater, more permanent 
satisfaction of a rational use of the, 
wheel can be enjoyed? Tbe bicycle 
makes for bealtb, fan and refreshment. 
Its misuse may bring fame in a small 
way, but at the cost of the real enjoy, 
meut wbich with prudence is inexhaust- 
ible.—Boston Post. 


Back pedaling bicycle brakes are rap- 


idly coming into popular favor. They 
bave been introduced from time to time 
in the past, but as a rule received but 
little recognition. 


Frederick Villlers, tbe distinguished 


war correspondent, made good" use of a 
bicycle dnring the Greco-Turkish war 
and will take bis wheel on bis forth* 
coming trip to the Sudan. 


In order to get tbe best service out of 


chainless wheels riders who use them 
should not pound on the pedals, bnt 
should maintain an even pressure and 
motion as nearly as possible. 


It is admitted, even by cbaiulesa 


wheel advocates, that it is an open 
question whether the extra* weight of 
the cbainless at the rear that has to be 
dragged np bill does cot offset whatever 
gain there may be in the easier pedal 
motion. 


The competition this year in the sales 


of the bicycle lamp shows that to wheel- 
men the principal sundries like tbe 
lamp and saddle are of almost as great 
importance as the models of the various 
firms. A rider who possesses a good 
lamp is envied by tbe one who doesn't. 


Dealers in bicycles bave found that 


there is a demand among cyclists this 
e$ason for narrow handle bars and a 
corresponding decrease for tbe ram's 
born or drop bars. The reason assigned 
for this change is that a wheel can be 
teore perfectly controlled when the dis- 
tance between the grips ia less, and it is 
not so tiresome on tbe arms, as they 
rest nearer to the body and in a more 
natural position. 


The cleaning of a bicycle is anything 


bnt a pleasant task, Tho pores of the 
hands gat filled witfc dirt and graphite, 
which makes them exceedingly hard to 
wash. A wheelman suggests that before 
cleaning a bicycle tbe hands be well 
rnbbed with neatsfoot or lard oil or tal- 
low. The oil left on the bands prevents 
the dirt getting into the pores, and soap 
and water readily removes the oil and 
dirt after tbe cleaning of the wheel has 
been completed. 


An English inventor baa devised a 


machine for retail bicycle dealers that 
enables riders to quickly ascertain what 
height of frame, adjustment of saddle 
and handle bars, length of. crank, etc., 
are most desirable. As things are now 
managed a would be buyer may have 
to mount several different bicycles in 
tbe store, and a great deal of experi- 
menting ia certain to be necessary be- 
fore the most satisfactory position is 
fonnd. The new invention is a dummy 
bicycle full of sliding joints and is ar- 
ranged so that tbe machine can be readi- 
ly adjusted to any ririer and an oppor- 
tunity afforded to learn precisely what 
position and what style of cycle ia most 
suited to him.

THE PERSONNEL .OF THE NAVAL 


BOARD OF STRATEGY, 


Something About the lien Who Are Being 


So Freely Criticised and to Whom Ad- 
vice Is Offered In Wholesale tx>ts. 
Their* an All Night Job. 


T 
' Even in times of peace Uncle Sam is a 
wide awake old chap, but when he has a 
fight on he never sleeps. This does not 
mean that all America is losing its sleep 
during these warlike times, but that the 
government is always represented, night 
and day, by men who are intrusted with 
the job of bossing the war. 
There are 


enough of these officials so that they can 
take turns at sleeping. 


Tho naval board of strategy is the tech- 


nical namo of this little collection of war 
managers. It is practMully a secondary 
or assistant cabinet. The president and 
his official advisers direct tho main policy 
of the war, but it is the board of strategy 
which carries out this policy and attends 
to tho details. 


Bather unpopular have these official 


strategists become of late, because the av- 
erage American is an impatient soul. Ho 
does not like delay and long wait between 
acts. Ho wants the scone shifting done 
quickly and tho action to be continuous. 
He would like a battle every few days, so 
that the thing may be finished. Ho doesn't 
understand why it should toko so long to 
equip, drill and move troops, fit out trans- 
ports, collect squadrons and corner the 
enemy. For many days ho asked,' 'Why in 
thunder doesn't Sampson get at tho Span- 
ish fleet?" "Why don't we take Havana?" 
and "Why in blazes doesn't tho govern- 
ment send troops to Deweyf" As nobody 
appears to answer his queries, he says hard 
tilings about the board of strategy. 


And it is not only the citizen but some 


of the naval officers who have criticised the 
war board. They have spoken scornfully 
of the men who fight "paper battles" and 
do not turn tho navy loose on the Spanish. 


It is but fair, however, to say that the 


strategists at Washington have not caused 
all the delays. We do not prepare for war 
every day, and there are a thousand and 
one little hitches liable to occur of which 
the civilian, knows nothing. For instance,

Tho glands gradually become 


smaller in middle lifo and have more or 
less completely disappeared in those who 
hav0 reached old ago. 


The first indication of trouble is usually 


a chill or a chilly sensation, such us many 
people have come to recognize as a sign of 
having caught cold. This is followed by a 
little fever, with dryness and "stiffness" 
in the throat, and a litllo pain on swal- 
fowing. 


Tho pain, which rapidly Increases, is 


tontinuous, but is greatly aggravated by 
the chewing and swallowing of food. 
On 


looking into the throat the swollen and 
reddened tonsil is readily seen. When both 
tonsils arc affected, they may often bo 
seen pressing against each other and seem- 
ingly blocking up tho throat completely. 


Sometimes the trouble rnoy—apparently 


at least—be cut short by early treatment, 
but usually the inflammation goes on to 
tho formation and discharge of an abscess. 


A person with tonsilitis should live on 


milk and broths. Indeed, there is no 


j temptation to tako solid food, not only 


because of the pain in swallowing, but be- 
cause tho appetite is lost. 


Gargling with a strong solution of borax 


or bicarbonate of soda in hot water, to 
which a little glycerin has beon added, is 
very grateful. Cold compresses applied to 
tho throat at the beginning of an attack 
occasionally appear to cut it short, but 
after the formation of pus has clearly be- 
come inevitable warm applications or 
poultices should be used. As soon as mat- 
ter has formed it should be lot out, and 
the ensuing relief will amply compensate 
for the momentary pain of the little oper- 
ation.—Youth's Companion. 


SIGHT SESSION OF THE BOAED OF STRATEGY, 
a whole regiment of men were delayed 
rrom moving to th'e front not long ago be- 
cau^s the tontmakors could not furnish 
shelter touts i'ast finough. 


It is safo to assume that the members of 


tho board of strategy are fairly ofiicient 
men and arc dofng just as well -as they 
know how. The board meets in the naval 
library on the fourth fioorof the big gran- 
ite pile known as the war, navy and state 
building. There the men who are running 
the war gather 'every day and sometimes 
at nignt. 


The fcoard as ftjfoow exists is.,composed 


of Secretary of the Navy Long, Captain A. 
T. Hahiia, Captain A. S. Crownmshield, 
Rear Admiral Sicard and Captain J. R. 
Bartlett. Secretary Long does not pretend 
to know much, about naval affairs, but he 
is a member of the board by virtue of his 
position. His lack of naval knowledge is 
more than made up by Captain Hahan, 
who, as every one knows, is the leading 
authority of the world on such matters. 


Captain Mahan is no mere theorist. He 


has never commanded a fleet, but he saw 
active service all through the civil war as 
a midshipman on the Atlantio and west 
gulf squadrons. He was a man of action 
and daring in those days, as is shown by 
a letter he wrote to Captain G. V. Fox, 
assistant secretary of the navy. It was in 
Septemoer, 1861, when the Sumter was 
ravaging the seas. Midshipman Mahan 
was then oa the U. S. S. James Adger. 
Ho proposed to mount on an ordinary sail- 
ing vessel a heavy pivot gun, covered with 
a lighthouse and decoy the Sumter to her 
grave in the deep. 
( 


"Suppose it fail?" wrote Mahan. "What 


is lost? A useless ship, a midshipman and 
100 men." He proposed himself to be that 
midshipman. But no reply was sent to 
tho letter, and a few years ago, when re- 
minded of the incident, Mahan had for- 
gotten all about it. 


Captain Crowninsbleld is another naval 


heavyweight He is an expert on ordnance 
and is familiar both with the theory and 
practice of naval strategy. He was gradu- 
ated from Annapolis in time to take an 
active port during the last two years of the 
civil war. He was assigned to the north 
Atlantic blockading squadron and was 
present at both attacks on Fort Fisher. 
His grandfather, Jacob Crowntnshield, 
was secretary of tho navy under Jefferson, 
and his granduncle filled the same place 
in a later administration. When this war 
came, Captain Crowninshield was chief of 
the bureau of navigation. Ho applied for 
sea duty, but Secretary Long deemed his 
services ia Washington too valuable, and, 
partly by virtue of bis office, Captain 
Crowinshield was placed on the strategy 
board. 


Captain Bartlett was a member of the 


same class as Captain Crowninshield. He, 
too, was in at the taking of New Orleans, 
the attacks on "Vioksburg and both assaults 
on Fort Fisher. In tho second attack on 
Fisher he was on shore with the storming 
party. Retired as captain in July, 1897, 
ho has been called Into active duty, like 
Captain Mahan, to servo on this board. 


Rear Admiral Sicard is the veteran 


member of the board. He is 63 years old 
and will bo retired a year from next Sep- 
tember. During the civil war he was en- 
gaged in the taking of New Orleans, the 
passage of the Vlcksburg batteries and the 
encounter with the ram, Arkansas. Then 
he was transferred to tho north Atlantio 
blockading squmlrnn nnd was in both at- 
tacks upon Fort Fisher. 


These aro the men who are deciding 


when and whero tho fleets shall strike 
next. Strange to say, they are but tittle 
affected by the civilian criticism hurled at 
thorn, and tliey^pay but little attention to 
the advice BO lavishly offered through the 
ontrammeled press.

STRANGE AUTOMATISM. 


Tbe Singular Case of a Soldier With a 


Wounded Brain. 


Sergeant F 
was wounded at Ba- 


zeilles by a ball which fractured his skull. 
After his recovery periodical disturbances 
began to be represented in his existence, 
the abnormal periods lasting from 15 to 80 
hours, while the intervals between them 
—those of natural life—varied from 15 to 
80 days. In the abnormal phases F 
was essentially an automaton. He felt 
nothing, smelled nothing and ate any- 
thing, however nau&eous its taste. His 
sight was apparently affected, for he had 
to feel for objects against which, he stum- 
bled. 


This man in his automatic condition be- 


gan to write a letter to his general, and 
while in the act of writing Dr. Mosnet in- 
terposed a screen between F 
's eyes and 


his hands. He went on with his writing 
for a time; then the words became illegi- 
ble and he finally ceased. When the screen 
was withdrawn, ho resumed tho composi- 
tion of his letter. Having had placed be- 
fore him ten sheets of paper, one on the 
top of the other, he began to write. Then 
tho topmost sheet was suddenly with- 
drawn, but the letter was continued on 
the second sheet just as if the first; sheet 
had remained. 


Five times was this trick repeated, the 


fifth sheet showing only the signature of 
•$ 
at tho bottom; bnt when he had 


signed this fifth sheet ho took it up in his 
hand and read on its blank surface the 
letter he had written. He also made cor- 
rections in tho words ho supposed he saw, 
and these corrections occupied the places 
of the words which required emendation 
in the missing sheets. 


This case is very instructive, for it 


teaches us that as a result of injury we 
may find cases of automatism which par- 
allel tho natural variety of that condition 
we call somnambulism.—Andrew Wilson, 
M. D., in Harper's Magazine.

ficient artificial light, by forcing them to 
do work when they are weary and by de- 
nying them the rest for which they long, 
we have cause to wonder not that they 
sometimes become mutinous and refuse to 
fulfill our demands, but that they are ever 
faithful in our service. They will, as a 
rule, be as good to us as we ere to them. 
—Harper's Bazar.

warship. A bombardment or a naval bat- 
tle may take place during tho day, but un- 
less it is of unusual importance mess gear 
is piped thrice if the ship is still afloat. 


Our bluejackets do their own cooking. 


The captain may have his special steward, 
the senior officers their Japanese chef, but 
the men who mess forward choose their 
cooks from among themselves. 
Perhaps 


you imagine the result to be crude cook- 
ery. Don't believe it Jack may not lire 
on the fat of th« land, but what he does 
eat must be well prepared. If it is not, 
tho man who prepared it illy suffers. 


The galley in the modern battleship or 


armored cruiser is a distinct apartment, 
with steel walls, situated either in the su- 
perstructure or on tho gun deck. An im- 
mense range of the latest pattern, supple- 
mented by smaller stoves, is presided over 
by the cooks of the different messes aft 
and the ship's cook. 


It is about the busiest place aboard ship. 


Such is the system, however, that the cook- 
ing goes on smoothly, and the meals are 
always ready on time. 


The food for all on board, the admiral 


and the newest apprentice, is prepared in 
the same galley, and, despite the fact that 
as many as SO cooks are crowded in the 
small place at the same time, friction is 
slight and the work is expedited in a 
marvelous manner. 
This is due to the 


fact that discipline anft system prevail 
here as elsewhere on board a naval vessel. 


The ship's cook is the arbiter of all dis- 


putes, and as he is generally a man of 
diplomacy he has little trouble in preserv- 
ing order. His position is one of impor- 
tance, and the emoluments are consider- 
able. 


Most of the cooks on American men-of- 


war are shipped as landsmen, but many of 
them earn the wages of chief petty officers. 
The pay of a landsman is only $16 a 
month, but there are cooks for chief petty 
officers' messes in '' •> navy who receive 
From the men belouf., ..% to the messes as 
much as $50 a month for their services. 
The messes may pay their cooks whatever 
they choose, bat the lowest sum paid a 
man-of-war mess cook for his services is 
$15 a month. 


It should be noted that the mess cooks 


Shemaelves do none of the dishwashing. 
Every mess cook has at least one striker, 
whom he pays out of his extra salary for 
doing the dishwashing and other scullion 
work, and some of them have three or four 
strikers. 


Tho division of messes on board a war 


vessel is arranged by rule. Tho admiral 
and the captain eat in solitary grandeur 
in their respective cabins, each having a 
steward, a cook and a servant to look after 
his comfort. The wardroom is occupied 
by the senior officers. In the stecrage 
country, as it is termed, mess the junior 
officers and the paymaster's clerk. The 
warrant officers, the boatswain, carpenter, 
gunner and sailinakor have an apartment 
to themselves, and the chief petty officers 
have a corner of the berth deck for their 
table. Tho marines, firemen, petty offi- 
cers and sailors are messed in their re 
spective parts of the berth dock. 


The coofcB are called by the corporal of 


the guard 30 minutes before reveille in tbe 
morning to give them ample time to pre 
pare tho great pots, or rather pails, of cof- 
fee which are given out, hot and steam- 
ing, directly after hammocks are stowed 
Coffee is made by drawing boiling water 
Into pails containing the ground berry. 
Condensed milk and sugar are added to 
suit the taste of the cook himself. 


At 7 o'clock mess gear is piped, and the 


tables, swung fsom the carline beams dur- 
ing the night, are lowered. A striker ar- 
ranges the benches and sets the table. 
Each eailor is furnished with a porcelain

NEW YORK, June 28.—[Special.]—Were 


It not for the overwhelming demands made 
Upon newspaper space by tho war news 
just now tho libol suit of State Senator 
John Raines against one of tho morning 
papers, which has been dragging its slow 
length through the supreme court for tho 
last ten days, would have surely been re- 
ported to the extent of a page or inoro ev- 
ery day, and its developments would have 
been-fair topics for journalistic comment 
tho country over. Tho cause of tho suit 
was an article written by Congressman 
Lemuel E. Quigg, then editor of thepapor, 
soine two or three years ago, and Mr. 
Quigg's testimony was one of the most 
important features of the trial. Another 
interesting feature was the employment 
by tho senator of his brother, George 
Raines of Rochester, as counsel, and this 
brings xip a most remarkable family. 


There were originally five of'' tho Raines 


boys"—Thomas, George, John, William 
and Eugene. 
Eugene diod somewhere 


down south when little more than a youth. 
Tho others entered politics, breaking evon 
as to party, Thoaas and John joining the 
Republicans and George and William the 
Democrats. Tho public career of Thomas 
was not a very long one, though it included 
the-holding of a high, state office. 
John 


went to congress from Cananclaigna and 
served some years before ho entered the 
state senate, whore he was to father the 
measure for controlling the sajo of liquor 
In this state, which has become famous 
from ocean to ocean and has caused the 
coining of a new phrase, "Raines law ho- 
tel." 
George, who located in Rochester, 


was one of the earliest supporters of Gro- 
ver Cleveland's presidential aspirations, 
anr! while his support undoubtedly had 
much to do with Mr. Cleveland's first 
nomination, it was also the cause of 
George's retirement from political activity. 


Aii Extraordinary Convention. 


Prior to the national Democratic con- 


vention of 1884 there were big flghta all 
over the state for the selects on of delegates. 
The men who favored Cleveland's nomina- 
tion understood full well that it could not 
be brought about unless his own state fa- 
Tored him, and those who were against it 
worked tooth and nail to defeat it. No- 
where was there a bitterer fight than in 
Rochester, George Raines heading the 
Cleveland men and William Purcel], io- 
eally prominent as a journalist, those on 
the other side. 


Both factions were present in force at 


the county convention for the selection of 
delegates, and both factions were bound 
to win. Raines had the facts of the situ- 
ation well in hand and stood for the chair- 
manship, feeling sure that he could win 
With the help of the gavel. But there was 
great opposition to this, and the upshot 
was that Purcell's candidate for chairman 
held a convention In one end of the big 
hall, while Raines held another one at the 
other end. 


The uproar during the continuance of 


the simultaneous conventions was sirnpiy 
terrific. No one could hear a word said 
by the participants in either, but as each 
chairman had his work well mapped out 
both transacted the business in hand in a 
very short time, and th3 two conventions 
adjourned at the same moment, two sets 
of delegates of diametrically opposite opin- 
ions concerning Mr. Cleveland's availabil- 
ity being chosen. Raines went to the state 
convention in high glee. At Albany it 
was found that the Cleveland element was 
in the majority without the Raines dele- 
gates, and they were promptly turned 
down, the hope being that in this way the 
support of Purcell and his friends could 
be secured after the nomination. 


Of course this embittered Raines, and 


for awhile it looked as il his turning down 
had been for naught, since Purcell, who 
controlled thousands of votes, long refused 
to be placated. Had he stuck there is> 
good reason to believe that Blaine and 
not Cleveland would have been elected 
president in 1884. But two or three weeks 
before election day Purcell came under tho 
influence of the late Thomas Kinsella of 
the Brooklyn Eagle and was persuaded to 
abandon bis anti-Cleveland fight. And 
while that did not carry all tho Purcell 
itrength to Cleveland it undoubtedly 
mado a perceptible difference in his favor. 


The Snub Direct? 


Raines fully expected handsome rewards 


after election for his willingness to sacri- 
fice himself for the Cleveland cause, but 
hia expectations did not materialize. 


It was said, indeed, that tho first of the 


post bellum Democratic presidents gave 
his Rochester supporter the snub direct in 
refusing point blank to make certain ap- 
pointments desired by Raines, but I never 
knew whether that story was true or not. 
At all events, he soon began to devote vir- 
tually his whole time to his law practice 
and has never been., prominent in state or 
national politics since. Like his brother 
Thomas before him, George announced to 
all his friends in 1885 that the law was 
good enough for him in the future. 
Will 


Raines stuck to politics, however, and by 
dint of hard driving managed to get a 
doorkeeper's berth at Washington. Later 
he became a claim agent at Washington 
and still later ho located in this city, hold- 
ing n minor municipal office for some time. 


All the Raines boys are big men phys- 


ically and all are good looking, George 
being by all odds tho handsomest. 


Stoddart In Vaudeville. 


And now James Henry Stoddart, rightly 


termed the dean of tho American stage, 
has taken to vaudeville, thus following in 
tho footsteps of Clara Morris and many 
Others of equal eminence in former days. 


1'ossibly I am mistaken, but it is my 


impression that Stoddart is the only his- 
trion now living who has appeared on the 
boards with Laura Koeno. It was in 
1850, 43 years ago, that he first played 
With her in tha Olympic theater, favored 
by the grandfathers of tho present genera- 
tion of Now Yorkers. 
Three years later, 


in 1859, ho was one of the company select- 
ed by Lester Wallack for tho opening per- 
formance in his once famous Winter Gar- 
den theater, and ho has been popular with 
Now Yorkers ever since. 


If Hr. Stoddart lives till Oct. 13 next, 


he will bo 71 years old. Ho began his 
stage life when a mere lad on the other 
tide of tbe water, bat camo to this country 
in 185S, quito long enough ago to make 
him a good 'American by this time. Al- 
though there is no disgrace attached to 
vaudeville, tho announcement that Stod- 
dart has turned to it for a livelihood conies 
With something of a shock. Are we yet 
to read similar announcements regarding 
fanny Davenport and Mme. Modjeska?

PERSDNA1 PARAGRAPHS. 


EMBARRASSING LAW, 


Inability to Furnish Proper Amount 


of Stamps. 


No Provision In Enactment 


For the Difficulty. 


Misdemeanor Not io Use the Tongue In 


Licking. 


Washington, June 23.—Every possible 


effort is being made by the secretary of 
the treasury to put into opeiation on 
July 1 the adhesive stamp tax section of 
the war revenue act. It is not thought 
possible, however, to have stamps on 
sale in all parts of the country on that 
date, and in consequence it is expected 
that for several days at least business 
embarrassments will be many and In 
some instances serious. The law de- 
clares it shall be deemed a misdemeanor 
not to affix a stamp to any bank check, 
note, draft, etc., punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $200. The law further 
de- 


clares that such instruments, document 
or paper, shall not be competent evi- 
dence in any court, in fact void. 


The force at the bureau of engraving 


and printing is working every hour of the 
24 to get out the stamps, and efforts will 
be made to reduce to a minimum embar- 
rassment arising: out of the new law. 
About 750,000 stamps were shipped to the 
Pacific coast yesterday, and other ship- 
ments will follow in rapid succession. 
The stamps will be sent to collectors of 
infernal revenue, and by them dis- 
tributed to the deputies. National banks 
In each town will receive telegraphic re- 
quests to handle the stamps for the bene- 
fit of the public until other arrange- 
ments can fie made for their distribution. 


The low rate of discount, 1 percent, 


allowed to persons purchasing stamps 
In quantities of $100, it is believed, will 
operate to make it difficult to secure a 
sufficient number of local agencies to 
supply the public needs; but special ap- 
peals will be made and the hope is ex- 
pressed that there will be found in every 
community a'sufficient number of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens to undertake to 
handle the stamps without proper com- 
pensation. 


The attorney general takes a less se- 


rious view than some of the other offi- 
cials of the action of the senate finance 
committee in declining to recommend 
the extension to July 15. Any failure to 
affix stamps to commercial and other 
paper subject to tax, it is said, couJd toe 
remedied by a compliance with the law 
at any time, and even sHould the matter 
be brought Into court, it is doubted if 
the courts would impose the penalty 
where there was not shown an intention 
to defraud the government of Its rev- 
enues. 
If the stamp required was not 


procurable at the time the instrument 
was drawn, tihe government and not 
the individual, it is said, would" be re- 
sponsible. 
It is also stated that un- 


stamped papers would be perfectly good 
as "between individuals, and not until 
the matter was brought into court could 
any que&uon be raised as to its validity. 
The postmaster general has been ques- 
tioned on the subject, and he has ad- 
vised the treasury department that he 
can furnish such number of stamps as 
may be required for a temporary ex- 
pedient. 
The plan has not yet been 


fully nurtured; but Secretary Gage is 
inclined to the opinion that this course 
will be necessary. 
The stamps in de- 


nomination less than 1 cent will be 
printed at the bureau of engraving, and 
furnished as rapidly as possible.

A Splendid Country and a Very Peculiar 


Race of People. 


. Korea is a splendid country. The sum- 
mer in tbred-fourths of the provinces is 
bright, bracing and temperate, not unlike 
that of Nova Scotia. In any case the hot 
weather and nosquitaes do not last more 
than a month or two at the utmost. The 
winter is clear and very cold, rather like 
that of Now York, or perhaps Quebec. 
Taken as a whole, the land is fertile, and 
the rice especially "has a bone in it," 
nhinh turns out tough natives and makes 
it very highly esteemed, even in Japan. 
Its bean crop also'ls apormous, and It has 
a plentiful supply of gold, cattle, tobacco, 
hemp, paper, leather, vegetables, flsh and 
medicine. The inhabitants are clean made, 
ereot, active walkers, with a physique per- 
haps not so Wiry but far superior in grace 
to that of elth?r the Chinese or the Japa- 
pese; not so conrso and uncouth in move- 
ment as the German physique; perbaps 
more like that of the Spaniards in general 
build than that of any other European na- 
tion. 
Wonxjn are kept in seclusion, and 


one sees nono but old hags in tJfeonarket 
places. The men are great, eaters, inde- 
fatigable marchers, ready drinkers when 
they can get liquor, interminable smokers 
nnd very quarrelsome. But they are lazy, 
escept under stimulus; calm and deliber- 
ate, except under provocation; obstinate, 
destitute of moral feeling, full of natural 
religious emotion, while recognizing no 
religious sanctions; dirty in person, thiev- 
ish, cunning, untrustworthy, but affec- 
tionate and loyal if kindly treated. 


They are without the simpering polite- 


ness of the Chinese or the obsequious cere- 
mony of tho Japanese. "Good form" is 
imperturbable placidity, deliberation and 
taciturnity. Not even a Turk can ap- 
proach a Korean in perfect calm and rest- 
fulness of attitude. The trading instinct 
seems good and well developed, but of 
course lack of experience and organization 
keeps it backward. The agricultural la- 
borer works well nnd would be hard work- 
ing if the fruits of his labor were secured 
to him. Party feeling runs wonderfully 
high amon^ the official classes, who are 
corrupt almost to a man, cruel and full of 
fierce personal hatreds, but both civil and 
military mandarins are often exceedingly 
refined in manner. I never saw more per- 
fect manners in any conntry than those of 
the general nt Torai, who entertained me 
in tho most princely fashion.

Dutch infested the Spanish possessions 
in America, especially Peru; three fleets 
were destroyed by gales, disease and 
the enemy; the Protestant 
Nether- 


lands were abandoned forever, a fur- 
ther succession of misfortunes assailed 
the country, and Spain's decadence 
began. 


In the days of Charles II (1665-1700) 


there was a hastening of decay. By the 
treaty of Utrecht (1718) it was obliged 
to cede Naples, the island of Sardinia, 
Milan and what remained of the Neth- 
erlands to Austria, Sicily to Savoy and 
Gibraltar and Minorca to England. 


Fifty years later her boundaries were 


again extended by the addition of Lou- 
isiana and Minorca. At the inglorious 
peace of Basel (1795) Spain was forced 
to cede Santo Domingo to France. In 
1SOO she gave up also to France the 
province of Louisiana, which we pur- 
chased from Napoleon seven years aft- 
erward. A short time subsequently she 
ceded Trinidad to England, and from 
that time began the rapid loss of her 
colonial property. At Trafalgar on Oct. 
21, 1805, when the combined French and 
Spanish fleets were totally defeated by 
Nelson, there was ended the possibility 
of Spain ever having a fair representa- 
tion among naval nations.

built ships and expended vast sums of 
money, borrowing on her pledges, mort-

They 
have even obtained arms from Germa- 
ny, and some chassepots still remain in 
their possession. 


Tho regular infantry is supposed to 


carry the Mauser .276 caliber magazine 
ride, holding five cartridges, but they 
do not practice target shooting. It is 
too much trouble. Their watchword is 
"rnanana" (tomorrow). There is a pre- 
vailing element of shiftlessness in their 
character, and the military discipline 
is not sufficiently rigid to eliminate to 
any great extent this superlative trait.

The conquest of Mexico by Cortes, Pe- 


ru by Pizarro and Chile by Almagro add- 
ed Immensely to the royal treasury, but 
a succession of wars burdened tho peo- 
ple. The desperate measures adopted 
by the kinp for destroying still more 
thoroughly the ancient privileges of the 
people h:xd largely the desired effect 
and also accompnsneu the rum ot Span- 
ish agriculture, commerce and artisan- 
ship. 


It was during-the reign of Charles V 


and his son Philip II, in the latter half 
of the sixteenth century, that Spain was 
the most dominant and powerful nation 
in Europe. 


gaging her mines and raising money on 
credit until she is finally, like Turkey, in 
the hands of the money lenders of Eu- 
rope. She has had a Corsican French- 
man, 
Joseph Bonaparte, ruling over 


her. and she has had more foreign sov- 
ereigns since then in charge of her 
destinies than any other nation.

Spain sold Florida to the United 


States in 18l<i for $5,000.000, and from 
1810 to 1820 her various American colo- 
nies, Mexico, Central America and 
nearly all of South America, gradually 
rebelled and gained their independence. 
These losses were tremendous in terri- 
torial extent. 
Something like two- 


thirds of the western hemisphere slip- 
ped from Spain's grasp. In 1S17 her col- 
onies in America contained over 40,000,- 
ooo people. Last year they were 2,000,- 
ooo. 


During the contests with her conti- 


nental possessions Spain's conduct WB<» 
generally as Inhumanly'cruel and re- 
morseless as It had been three centuries 
bel'ore, when her captains of war were 
slaughtering inoffensive natives about 
the confines of tlie Caribbean sea.

other day. Her own population has de- 
creased and become weakened and en- 
ervated until she is really an object of 
pity if not contempt. The taking from 
her of the Philippines, Cuba and Puerto 
Rico leaves her a humble dependent, 
and her possible fate, like that of Po- 
land, is a partition of her Iberian penin- 
sula by other powers, but even that 
would not lessen her love of theatrical 
display, her innate ferocity and her 
cruelty. 


It is not the purpose to deny the char- 


acteristics of past bravery to the gen- 
uine dons. Snain has done much fight- 
ing, and good fighting, in her days of 
glory, but her martial spirit has de- 
parted, and what individual personal 
heroism may remain is insufficient to 
stem the tide of the world's reproach, 
the superior brain force of the Anglo- 
Saxon and the unrivaled excellence of 
the American gunner. Some time possi- 
bly there will be a great work issued, 
a companion volume to Gibbon's im- 
mortal history, and it will deal with 
"The Rise and Fall of the Spanish, Em- 
pire." 
. 


One of the most peculiar efforts ever 


made was that of Philip II "to isolate 
the intellect" of his kingdom. He for- 
bade any one to leave Spain for the 
purpose of study or to come into it with 
the intention of inculcating knowledge. 
That isolating system of the Castilian 
monarch has left its mark on Spain to 
this day. It has had much to do with 
the physical and mental degeneracy of 
the inhabitants, the most illiterate in 
all Europe, and explains much that 
cannot otherwise well be understood— 
for insta,nce, how the mass of the gen- 
eral people there can readily be made 
to believe that Dewey was whipped at 
Manilla, that Admiral Sampson was 
forced to withdraw from San Juan and 
that all our victories are virtually re- 
pulses. 


Time was when to name the colonial 


possessions of Spain was to enumerate 
a world. Now its holding are little 
more than spots on the ocean—the Ca- 
naries of the Atlantic, the Balearic 
isles of the Mediterranean, the Sulu is- 
lands, the Caroline islands and the 
Marianne islands of the Pacific, Fer- 
nando Po and some few other ports in 
Africa, a stray shoal here and there 
and a suzerainty over Morocco. Her 
flag will soon cease to float in the west- 
ern hemisphere over an inch of ground 
she can call her own. 


The Canaries and the C pe Verde is- 


lands, the latter belonging to Portugal, 
have lately become noteworthy from 
frequent mention of them in connection 
with the movements of squadrons, but 
they are otherwise little known, and be- 
ing cut off from association with the 
continent they have not been of im- 
port to either the politician or the his- 
torian. No event of considerable inter- 
est has ever occurred in either of them, 
and they are practically in the same 
condition they were 300 years ago. 


The Canary group, comprising the is- 


lands of Tenerife, with its port of San- 
ta Cruz and whose famous mountain 
peak is known to all the navigators of 
the globe; Gran Canaria, Palma, Lanza- 
rote, Fuerteventura, Gomera and Fer- 
ro, with an area of 2,800 square miles, 
or four-elevenths the size of Massachu- 
setts, have a population of nearly 300,- 
000. 


The Guanches, or Canary natives, are ' 


outnumbered by the Spanish element so 
completely that rebellion would be hope- 
less. Then there is little to enrich a 
Spanish official, and consequently there 
are not the reasons for revolt that have 
existed elsewhere. The Cape Verde 
archipelago is absolutely devoid of in- 
terest except as a depot for coal, unin- 
viting and the most forsaken looking set 
of islands on the earth. 


Spain's last naval battle before th« 


present war—and it demonstrated tha 
supineness of her naval armament and 
her almost absurd gunnery—was when • 
she was defeated by Peru, with Chile's 
aid, in 1864. She sent a squadron of 
seven vessels, mounting 211 guns, to 
punish the Peruvians for the alleged 
maltreatment of Spanish subjects. Tha 
former had nothing on the water to op- 
pose this force, but Chile came to Peru's 
support with three ships, the Esmeral- 
da, the Victoria and the Loa, carrying a 
total of 4.". guns, many of them smooth- 
bores. The Esmeralda met the Spanish 
gunboat Cavandago (three guns) and 
captured her in 20 minutes without los- 
ng a man. The Spanish, who fired three 
shots, had two men killed and 
14 


wounded. 
This loss, followed by the 


capture of an armored launch, so cha- 
grined the Spanish admiral, Pareja, that 
le committed suicide in his cabin. 


Admiral Nunez, who succeeded, gal- 
antly assailed defenseless Valparaiso, 
where not a single gun was mounted. 
The Spaniards set fire to the city when 
they could easily have taken it with- 
out firing a shot. They next assaulted 
Callao, but that was a defended town, 
and in four or five hours the squadron 
was so badly injured that it was glad 
to crawl back to Spain in a crippled 
condition, and thus ended this fiasco, 
which simply bears out the statement 
that "the Spaniard has never distin-. 
guishod Tiimself on the sea, 'wherVth* 
personal equation Is so impprtant.-"

DIPLOMAS PRESENTED 


Class of '98 Graduated 
From Drury High School. 


BAPTIST 
CHURCH 
CROWDED 


For the Last Public Appearance 


Pupils as High School Under- 


graduates. 
Many Speakers 


Heartily 
Applauded. 


Those

Enter College. 


The largc-bt graduating- class in the 


history of Drury high si-hool were pres- 
ented at the UaiHtst chuixh last even- 
ing- with the diplomas that mark the 
successful close of foin- ypnrs of work. 
The exercises which accompanied this 
close of preparatory school life 
and 


the commencement of 
a larger 
and 


uider caieer were attended by an au- 
dience that crowded the auditorium of 
the church to the doors, and beyond. 
Except for the inability of. the building 
to hold the throngs thdt gathered.there 
was nothing to mar the success of the 
:vent, and the graduates of '98 
will 


look back upon a commencement which 
\\as delightful and full of promise in 
every respect. 


That the high school is sustaining 


its reputation of the past .was shown 
in the excellence of the program, and 
that its doings are as popular as ever 
was shown by the interest with which 
the exercises \vere isgarded. Long be- 
fore the hour for opening the doors of 
the church, people began to gather.and 
by 7:30 o'clock, when the doors were 
throw n open, the crowd filled much of 
the sidewalk around. 
There was an 


instant 
pressing 
toward 
the 
in- 


terior, and although admission was 
by ticket, in a very few minutes every 
seat in the auditorium was occupied 
and standing room was being eagerly 
filled. By a quarter to S o'clock it was 
almost impossible to secure entrance of 
any kind, and many were turned away, 
unable to get near enough to the doois 
to see or hear.

Rockwell, who was Senator Whittlesey's 
candidate. Mr. Mole's name bad not been 
mentioned, and it was taken for granted 
that the third man would be from this 
city, where most of the work for the 
measure has been done. Qov. Woicott 
desired to have a business m»n on the 
commission, and Mr. Mole not only fills 
that requirement but in his business rela- 
tions stands for both this city aud Adams. 
He is manager of Greylock mills in tbis 
city, president of the Greyiock sbirt com- 
pany of Adams, director of tbe Berkshire 
national bank of this city and of the 
ttreylock national bank of Adams, and 
president of the co-operative bank. He is 
recognized as a man of fine business 
ability. 


There was some discussion among mem- 


bers of the Greyiock association, and one 
or two members were so convinced of the 
injustice to this city, whera most oi the 
expense has been borne and mast of the 
support pledged that they threatened to 
withdraw their pledges of property which 
would greatly handicap the work of the 
new commission. It is thought, boweyer, 
that on reflection the members of the as- 
sociation will recognize the superiority of 
the Greyiock reservation to local desires, 
and continue their tormer hearty support.
